May  is  the  month  when  skiers  think 
snow  and  1985  is  the  year  for  new 
faces  at  Tattersall's  Ski  Club  outings  at 
Thredbo  and  Perisher.  Due  to  a  variety 
of  circumstances  some  of  our  regular 
group  will  be  unable  to  join  the  fun 
this  year,  thus  giving  a  great  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  newcomers  to  become  addicted 
to  ski-ing  the  Tattersall's  way. 

Bookings  for  the  "mixed  week"  at 
Thredbo  and  the  members'  week  at 
Perisher  are  now  open  and  full  details 
can  be  obtained  by  contacting  Joanne 
Grimble  at  the  Club  office.  Regulars 
who  will  be  absent  are  George  Andrews 
(overseas),  Peter  Burrows  (new business 
venture)  and  Peter  Magnus  (professional 
commitments). 

During  the  "off  season"  resort 
managements  have  concentrated  on 
consolidating  rather  than  developing. 
At  Perisher  much  work  has  been  done 
in  clearing  and  grooming  the  slopes  in 
the  central  valley  area,  while  additional 
snowmaking  equipment  will  assist 
early-season  skiers  and  all  skiers  dur¬ 
ing  periods  of  sparse  snowfalls.  At 
Thredbo  a  new  beginner  trail  has  been 
cut  and  opened  from  the  top  of  Cracken- 
back  to  the  bottom  of  the  chairlifts. 
This  will  be  good  news  for  beginners 
as  they  will  now  be  able  to  share  in  the 
thrill  of  ski-ing  "top  to  bottom".  It  is  to 
be  hoped  the  management  monitor 
the  use  of  the  trail  to  ensure  genuine 
beginners  are  not  unduly  frightened 
by  the  behaviour  of  kamikaze  skiers. 

Work  on  the  ski  tube  from  below  the 
snow-line  in  the  Thredbo  valley  to 
Perisher  is  progressing  well  and  is  due 
to  operate  in  the  1986  season.  Perisher 
management  are  planning  to  convert 
the  triple  chair  to  a  "detachable  quad 
chair"  to  handle  the  anticipated  in¬ 
crease  in  users. 

So  far  Guthega  is  the  only  resort  to 
announce  its  prices  for  1985  with  an 
increase  in  the  basic  adult  day  ticket 
from  $20  to  $22.  Other  resorts  will  no 
doubt  announce  their  prices  well  be¬ 
fore  the  season  opens.  In  addition  to 
an  increase  from  $20  to  $24  in  the  price 
of  an  annual  National  Parks  entry 
permit  a  special  levy  of  a  further  $8  has 
been  added  for  entry  into  the  Kosciusko 
Park  Perhaps  there  is  some  significance 
in  depicting  the  laughing  kookaburra 
on  the  windscreen  permit! 

Now  is  the  ideal  time  to  tune  up  your 
ski  equipment  by  taking  it  to  your  local 
ski  shop  and  to  tune  up  your  body  by 
taking  advantage  of  the  excellent 
gymnasium  and  swimming  facilities 
at  Tattersall's  Club.
